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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: . The examiner maintains the rejection of claims 
14 and 16 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Asrar et al. (US Patent 
7,098,170 B2,) for reasons of record. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered, but are not found persuasive. Applicant argues 
that the Examiner failed to give weight to the "material acted upon," i.e., soya bean plants subject to subsequent attack byphytopathogenic 
fungi. Applicant argues that Asrar et al. does not disclose protecting plants subject to subsequent attack by phytopathogenic fungi. Rather, 
Applicant argues that Asrar et al. focuses solely on increasing the yield and/or vigor of plants in the absence of pest pressure by fugal plant 
pathogens. Thus, Applicant argues that the material acted upon in Asrar et al. is not the same that that of the current claims and the 
Examiner has failed to give weight to this difference. However, the Examiner maintains the position that Asrar et al. disclose all the 
limitations of the instant claims wherein soybean and seed are treated with fluquinconazole alone and/or in combined with azoxystrobin 
which inherently protects the soybean from soybean rust. Ansar et al. specifically teach the step of treating soybean plant or its seed with 
fluquinconazole. Thus, the "material acted upon" is the same. The fact that that the plant or seed are subsequently protected against a 
fungal plant pathogen is an outcome that necessarily results from said treatment. Thus, the rejection is maintained for reasons of record 
and the foregoing commentary. No new or amended claims have been submitted. 

Any inquiry concerning the rejection of claims 14 and 16, refer to the Final rejection, mailed on June 24, 2010. 
Claims 14 and 16 remain rejected. 
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
